(L A R K COUNTY 


Clark county , in 
the 
ex trem e 
northeast corner of the state and 
the term inus of the old Salt Riv er 
road from St. Charles to the Iowa 
line, early becam e know n through 
its fertile riv er bottom lands, its 
prairies, and gently rolling hills, 
as 
one 
of 
M issouri’s 
counties 
especially adapted to the growing 
of grains and the raising of liv e 
stock. 
Settlement was begun 
in 
the 
county along the Salt Riv er road 
by pioneer K entuckians as early 
as 1829 . Howev er, the sev ere win­ 
ters of 1830 and 1831, the flood 
ing the spring of 1832, and the dan­ 
gers from hostile Indians during 
the Black Hawk w ar retarded im ­ 
migration. And, although the first 
mill was built, the first store op­ 
ened. and the first ferry licensed

At this time it was nam ed in hon­ 
or of William Clark, gov ernor of

y ears ago this week, the first term 
of circuit court was held in this 
county at the home of John Hill, 
about two miles from the present 
town of Kahoka.
